Chapter VII 

COMBAT LOSSES IN SOUTHEAST ASIA 
(U) Air Rescue Service suffered the loss of seven aircrewmen, missing 
in action, and three helicopters in combat situations in Southeast Asia during 
Calendar Year 1965. Accounts of these losses, compiled from mission 
reports, debriefings, and interviews, follow here and are identified by 
mission numbers. The times of all occurrences are shown in local time. 

(U) Mission: Pet 5 - PARC - 313 - 2 Jun 65 1 
(S) At 1904 hours on 2 June, tower operators at Da Nang Airport, 

Vietnam, alerted Detachment 5 helicopter crews, via the crash telephone, 
to the crash of a Marine Corps 0-1E aircraft (a Cessna, formerly designated 
L-19A) ten miles north of the airport at 16-1 IN 108-08E where it was burn¬ 
ing on the mountainside. Three minutes later HH-43F helicopters 63-9713 
(Rescue 95) and 63-9714 (Rescue 96) piloted by Captains Floyd R. Lockhart 
and Jim E. Hartley, respectively, were airborne and enroute to the crash 
site, with Captain Hartley flying top cover. Arriving on the scene at 1915 
hours, Captain Lockhart hovered the "Huskie" while SSgt Dewey A. Kilpatrick, 
mechanic and hoist operator, lowered A2C Randolph M. Smith, pararescueman,

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(S) Subsequently, troops of the Republic of Vietnam made the area 
secure for salvage operations. An examination of the downed "Huskie re¬ 
vealed that rotors, tailbooms, the right main and pore gears, and the right 
side of the fuselage had suffered major damage. Those parts which were 
salvagable were recovered and the remainder of the craft was destroyed 
by explosives.

(U) Mission: 3SARS - 950 - 20 Sep 65 
(S) HH-43B helicopter, 62-4510, Duchey 41, piloted by Captain 
Thomas J. Curtis was shot down by hostile ground fire at 1635 hours at 
18-01N 105-47E, 38 NM south of Vinh, North Viewnam and 10 NM inside 
the western border of that country, while attempting to rescue an Air Force 
F-105 pilot. 

(S) Captain Curtis had launched at 1519 hours, accompanied by another 
HH-43B helicopter (Duchey 22), and by F-4C and two A-1E aircraft for top 
cover. His objective, an F-105 pilot, was still covered by two F-105s from 
the same flight, orbiting beneath clouds which were broken to overcast at 
11,000 feet, and in rain showers. The downed pilot has been observed by 
his wing man prior to the arrival of the helicopters at 1641 hours. An inter- 

mi.vcaw radio oeacon signal was heard, also. 

(S) After their arrival in the area the HH-43B pilots orbited in a clear 

area until pilots of the combat air patrol (CAP) aircraft reported a good 
beacon fix and the sighting of a colored smoke signal. Captain Curtis flew 
to the indicated position and requested radio silence — his last radio 
transmission.

(U) Mission 38ARS Udorn - 1110 - 6 Nov 65 
(S) The second loss of men and the third loss of an helicopter in a 
combat situation by ARS occurred on 6 November 1965, when Captain 
Warren R. Lilly went to the aid of Sandy 12, the pilot of an Air Force 
A-1E aircraft. 



3. Data obtained from mission reports in Mission Folder 54 in ARSCP 
files. 
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(S) When Sandy 12 was shot down at 20-30N 105-33E, 35 nautical 
miles southwest of Hanoi, North Vietnam, Captain Lilly launched a Jolly 
Green Giant, the CH-3C helicopter 63-9685, from Lima 36 Site, Thailand 
at 1148, local time, to pick him up. Lilly, who was navigating under in¬ 
strument flight rules, proceeded to a point near the target area and de¬ 
scended, breaking out of an overcast at 8,000 feet above sea level at 20-29N 
105-27E. At this point, the helicopter was severely damaged by several hits 
from anti-aircraft fire, losing a rotor blade and suffering damage to the 
rotor transmission section. Unable to overcome the excessive control pres¬ 
sures which resulted from the damage to the rotor, Lilly transmitted a MAY- 
DAY call and directed his crew to abandon the helicopter. The pararescue- 
man jumped first followed by the mechanic who observed fire in the cabin 
before his exit. 

(S) Captain George W. Koronsbein, pilot of the lead escort (Sandy 13), 
observed four deployed parachutes in the air, saw one of the crew gathering 
up his parachute on the ground, and established voice and beeper contact via 
radio with one of the crew. Sandy 13 and Sandy 14 then met a Navy SH-3 
helicopter offshore in the Gulf of Tonkin and escorted it to the crash area, 
during which Sandy 14 was shot down, becoming the sixth missing person 
on this mission. 

(S) Second Air Division personnel advised the withdrawal of rescue 
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of it for a signal panel he hid his parachute, discarded his parachute 
harness, helmet, and flak vest which interfered with his movements through 
the heavy undergrowth, and crawled to the top of the hill. From his position 
he heard voices of unfriendly troops, and saw the burning helicopter which 
was already surrounded by troops who arrived in motor vehicles. 

(S) SSgt Naugle hid among rocks and activated his signal radio but dis¬ 
continued its use after the CAP aircraft departed. One attempt to establish 
voice communications was unsuccessful, as were attempts with a signal 
mirror. The remainder of the day was employed in reading charts, ex¬ 
amining the contents of the survival pack, and listening to the voices and 
cutting sounds of troops searching the jungle growth for him. He heard jet 
aircraft at approximately 1700 hours and established voice contact with a 
pilot. His recovery was accomplished later by Nimble 62, in concert with 
A-1H aircraft escorting it. SSgt Naugle had suffered only minor burns and 

scratches and was in excellent condition. 

(S) The aircrew of Nimble 62 had launched from its carrier, U. S. S. 
Independence, at 1515 hours, had refueled at 1700 hours from the Tucker, 
and was on a prearranged station 19-00N 105-45E at 1800 hours. It de¬ 

parted this station shortly after that and proceeded inland, crossing the 
beach on a heading of 317 degrees, escorted by the pilot of Locket One, 
an A-1H aircraft. They proceeded to 29-06N 105-29E where they were 
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joined by Lockets Three and Four. The Locket aircraft sighted Naugle and 
pinpointed his position with their lights, despite small arms fire and flak 
bursts. Naugle used the flame of his cigarette lighter to aid the pilot of 
Nimble 62, who needed less than two minutes to bring him aboard in a horse 
collar at 1855 hours. Nimble 62 and Locket One returned via the inbound 
route to the Tucker for fuel and then to the Independence, on which a landing 
terminated their flight at 2325 hours. 

(S) The crew members of the CH-3C were assigned to Detachment 5, 
38th Air Rescue Squadron, Udorn Airfield; attached at Nakhon Phanom 
Airport; and staging from Lima 36 Site, all in Thailand. All are identified 
below by crew position:
